Another of the men who were ignominiously 
thrown out by the police was Dr. Shadworth 
S. Beaseley, professor of anatomy at Cooper 
Medical college. It took six policemen to 
eject the doctor, as he ig a fighter, On the 
sidewalk he harangued the crowd and de- 
clared that Ruef should be killed. 

When Ruef came ott later Dr. Beaseley 
made a rush for the “boss,” and only the 
quickness of a private bodyguard saved Ruef, 
who nimbly jumped into a carriage. Bease- 
ley fought the police and cursed Ruef, while 
the “boss” turne@® pale and was visibly 
disturbed over Beaseley'’s threats and decla~ 
rations that Ruef should be hanged to the 
nearest lamp post. A crowd of Ruef s hench-+ 
men cheered the boss, but Ke was so 
frightened he couldn't even acknowledge “ 
e ppla use. 

Morris A. Livingstone was selected as the 
nineteenth member of the grand jury. Judge 
Graham refused to recognize either Langdon 
or Ruef as officers of the court at present 
and adjourned court until 10 a. m. Monday. 


Frisco Stirred to Anger. 

It is impossible to convey by telegraph an 
adequate idea of the popular excitement over 
the political situation here. The leading 
business and professional men are aroused to 
a high pitch of indignation over the evidences 
of graft, boodle, and corruption.which per- 
meates every department of the municipal 
government, 

A score of men who came into public life 
through the recent political upheavals, who 
were poor in purse, have become wealthy. It 
has been openly charged that saloons, the 
criminal classes, the disorderly houses, etc., 
have been heavily taxed. The board of public 
works has been accused of levying tribute 
in all directions. One newspaper has charged 
that $700,000 was paid by a street er 
company for important privileges. 

Coupled with these charges iw the name 
of Abraham Ruet, the acknowledged boss of 
the politics of San Francisco. He isa lawyer 
and has become wealthy within the last few 


years. 
Abe Ruef, the Boss. 

Abe Ruef made Schmitz mayor of San 
Francisco and put the labor unions in con- 
trol of the municipal government. But while 
Schmitz posed as mayor Abe Ruef ran the 
city. He controlled both the republican and 
the union labor party machines. He was ab- 
solute dictator of police force. He was 
the political master of the 3,000 seloons of 
the city. 

The city writhed under the control of 
Boss Ruef, but the opportunity to over- 
throw him did not come until the earthquake 
and fire laid San Francieco in ruins last May. 

Then Mayor Schmitz, backe@ by Gen. 
Funston and the United States army, assert - 
ed himself. He closed every saloon in San 
Francisco, smashed bottles, and emptied bar- 
rels. He ram the disorderly element out of 
town, shot down thieves wherever they could 
be found, and regulated the public service 
corporations. Schmitz, became dictator and 
Abe Ruef's power was gone. Then Schmitz 
went to Europe on two months’ leave of ab- 
sence, Supervisor Gallagher ruled instead, 
and Ruef came back to hisown.

Duchess Keeps the Children. 


The duchess retains possession of the two 
children,, Marquis of Blandford and Lord 
Ivor Speacer-Churchill, who are 9 and 8 years 
old, respectively. The duke, of course, re- 
tains Blenheim, the historic family home of 
the Churchills, while for the time at least 
the duchess will keep their town house— 
Sutherland house—as her home. The duchess 
is now in Paris. 


King Fails as Mediator. 

Not only King Edward, but the whole Marl- 
borough family has worked earnestly to pre- 
vent the separation of the duke and duchess, 
but without effect. 

The duke’s friends in society represent him 
as a much wronged man. The truth, hob 
ever, appears to be that he developed the 
Same antipathy to his wife that his father 
did to the duke’s mother. But whereas the 
duke's father was a brilliant, charming man, 
the present duke is described by one who 
knows him well as merely a pompous, dis- 
contented, fll conditioned little jackanapes.“ 


Neglected by the Duke. 

Acquaintances of the duke and duchess 
frankly admit he entirely neglected her. The 
duchess made a brave fight bo hide her grief 
from the world, but her endurance was 
strained to the breaking point. There came a 
time when, after forgiving much she could 
forgive no more. 

It is declared that it is now more than a 
year since the duke's infatuation for a beau- 
tiful society woman led to strong protests 
from the duchess, who at that time demanded 
a separation. One of her brothers, who came 
specially from America to intervene, suc- 
ceeded in persuading her to refrain from

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PULLMAN CO-FIGHTS NEWLAW 


“Rates as Required. 


SAYS SLEEPERS ARE HOTELS. 


Rich Corporation Holds It Is Not a 
Common Carrier, 


The Pullman Car company 16 preparing to 
fight the new rate law. This ig the belief 
of railway officials and all signs indicate it. 
The company is disregarding 95 8 require- 
ments of the law. 

The law makes every sleeping car company 
a common carrier. It requires every com- 
mon carrier to publish, file with the inter- 
state commerce commission, and post in its 
ticket offices and stations copies of its sched- 
ules containing all its rates. The Pullman 
company has no ticket offices or stations of 
its own, but uses those- of the railways.. 

The railways, while they have not placed 
their tariffs in the outer offices of their ticket 
offices and stations, have posted notices stat- 


notices have been posted by the Pullman 
company, nor afe its tariffs on file anywhere 
for public inspection. 


Common Carrier or Hotel? 

It is believed. the company and its officials 
would not thus risk the penalties of the law 
without thinking they had some good#reason 
for doing so. Its higher officials could not 
be seen in regard to the matter yesterday, 
but one of its representatives stated that, 
despite the provision of the rate law, it does 
not consider itself as a comman carrier and 
does not believe it can be forced to conduct 
its business as one. 

“The position of the Pullman company,” 
said he, is that it is not engaged in the 
transportation but in the hotel business. It 
does not haul persons or property. The rail- 
roads do that. It merely furnishes travelers , 
on the railways with lodging accommoda- 
tions, and, where it furnishes the dining car 
service, with meals. Because the Pullman 
company’s hotels are on wheels is no reason 
why they should be calied. common carriers.” 

The main reasons why the company is dis- 
posed to resist the new law is that enforce- 
ment of its requirements regarding the pub- 
lication and posting of tariffs would put it to 
great expense and that it gives the interstate 
commerce commission power to regulate the 
company’s rates. 


Fears Reduction in Schedules. 

There has been a great deal of complaint 
from time to time that the company’s sleep- 
ing car rates are excessive, considering the 
service rendered, and it fears that if the in- 
terstate commission should take a look into 
its rates, in view of the big dividends the 
company is paying, it would make consider- 
able reductions in its schedules. 

While the company might gain in fome 
ways it would lose in others, if the courts de- 
cided it was not a common carrier. Under 
the law only common carriers can inter- 
change free transportation, and should it be 
held the Pullman company is not a common 
carrier it would have to pay full fare for all 
ite conductors and porters, as well as for all 
its officials. and other employés,

cent thereafter for the balance of ninety-nine 
years, with the right to purchase: the Edi- 
gon company’s $13,000,000 capital stock at 
about $175. 

Calls will be issued soon for deposits of 
Chicago Edison shares under this agreement. 

New financial plans are under way for tue 
Subway, and preliminary thereto $2,500,000 
has been paid into the treasury of the Sub- 
way, which now has this cash on hand, mak- 
ing its indebtedness, due next December, 
$5,500,000, which will be taken care of in the 
new financing. 


Underwriting Arranged For. 

The underwriting already has been ar- 
ranged, but the details have not yet been 
perfected. It has not yet been determined 
whether the new bonds shall bear 4% or 5 
per cent interest. There will, however, be 
enough of them to retire in time the present 
outstanding Chicago Subway bonds, to pay 
obligations maturing next December and to 
provide $5,000,000 for the Chicago Edison 
company contract. 

It is proposed that at first only enough 
bonds shall be issued to cover the net in- 
come from all interests independent of future 
subway earnings. Later the shares of the 
Chicago Subway will be listed on the New 
York stock exchange. 

The $10,000,000 required by 8 
telephoné interests has been underwritten 
and $3,000,00 of this has been paid into the 
Chicago “Subway telephone department, 
which will also receive a minimum rent of. 35 
a year a telephone on 20,000 telephones, . 000 
of which are now in operation. 


Railroads Looking Far Ahead. 


The railroad interests are looking ahead to 
the time when he local municipality will de- 
mand the abolition of coal burning locomo- 
tives and the substitution therefor of electric 
traction for all trains within the tity limits. 
As all the railroads entering here are mutu- 
ally interested in the interchange of traffic 
through the tunnels, so they are mutually 
interested in any future legislation which will 
effect the bringing and taking of freight and 
passenger traffic. 

As the first step in providing electric cur- 
rent, which it is expected will be required 
in large volume within a relatively few years, 
the plants of the Chicago Edison and Com- 
monwealth Electric companies and the long 
term franchise, of the Commonwealth Hlec- 
tric have been sought. It may be added that 
at the expiration of the Edison franchise a 
few years hence the Commonwealth will be- 
come ita successor, The tunnels now are op- 
erated by current furnished by the Edison 
company, whose plants are up to date, and 
whose control of the franchise rights of the 
Commonwealth Electric render it unneces- 
sary for the prospective purchasers to seek 
from the city authorities the privilege of pro- 
ducing and selling electric current. 

Telephone Company Plans. 

The Illinois Telephone company, owned by 
Subway interests, has installed nearly 
10,000 instruments. For some weeks nego- 
tiations have been on with independent tele- 
phone companies looking toward the develop- 
ment of the Illinois Telephone business here 
by the independents. The plan has been for 
independent Interests to pay to the Subway 
interests $1,500,000 for the Illinois Telephone 
company’s plant. Then to increase imme- 
diately the number of telephones in use to 
20,000. and thereafter to install a minimum 
of 10,000 instruments annually for a period of 
five years, making the total at least 70,000 
instruments, a number which would comply 
with the terme of the Illinois Telephone com- 
pany’s ordinance. Further, the independents 
were to pay a rental or royalty of $5 a year 
for each instrument installed. 

The carrying out of such a plan, which is 
now before the executive committee of the 
Chicago Subway company, would mean two 
systems of telephones in Chicago. It is un- 
derstood to have occurred to the New York 
people that there might be some way of hav- 
ing but one system through the absorption of 
the Chicago Telephone company’s plant, the 
franc of the latter expiring in two years. 
Of this feature there is nothing so definite as 
in the case of the proposed purchase of con- 
trol of the Chicago Edison company. 


Gas May Be Included. 

In time there may be an arrangement with 
the gas lighting properties here looking to- 
ward mutua) contro) of all lighting, since the 
interests in the subway will be in control 
of the electric lighting business.

all men are created equal; that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain inalien- 
able rights; that among these are life, lib- 
erty, and the pursuit of happiness.’ 


Victory of Value to All the World. 

“And not by America alone were to be 
harvested the fruits of this victory... Though 
but forty-three years have elapsed since the 
soldiers of the north and of the south were 
engaged in this struggle, thie nation, then 
riven from center to circumference by the 
shock of contending armies and hanging. 
perilously upon the verge of disruption, has 
become, in the providence of God, a glorious 
example to the world of the biessings of free 
institutions, and has carried beyond its own 
confines a message of peace and good will 
to the uttermost parts of the earth. So that 
surely we may say the blessings which have 
come to us and to mankind from the suffer- 
ing and death which were here endured are 
worthy of even so great a sacrifice.

Supplementary Report of Legislative 
Committee Takes Fall Out of Ath- 
letics and Social Side.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 26,—[Special.]—In a 
supplementary report made public today the 
legislative committee which investigated 
conditions at the University of Wisconsin 
takes a fall out of football, fraternities, and 
other phases of college life. On football, 
which, it is claimed, does not justify the 
time and attention given it, the report says: 

“The impression is quite general in the 
university, and more so throughout the state, 
that football has received undue attention. 
Granted that this form of exercise has 
merits in offering an opportunity for unifying 
the student body, cultivatmg the spirit of 
loyalty to the institution, and advertisihg 
the university. All these arguments together 
do not overcome the hazard of life and limb 
to which the players are exposed; then, too, 
whatever benefits may be gained by the play- 
ers as active participants, it does not justify 
the time and attention and extreme promi- 
nence given to play. As an exercise only a 
few students enjoy its benefits.” 

Fraternities are charged with cultivating 
exclusivenesse and a spirit of aristocracy 
that is un-American and out of harmony 
with the democratic spirit that ought to pre- 
vall in democratic institutions supported by 
the state. The report continues: 
dome of the social functions, especially 
the junior prom., are open to the same ob- 
jection as fraternities, with the added ob- 
jection that only students in financial condi- 
tion considerably above the average can 
participate in such a social event. 

Tour committee deems it wise, however, 
to leave these matters to the regents and 
faculty.”

$50,000 a year.

STARTS ON FOURTH QUARTER 
CENTURY LIVELY AS EVER. 


living Volume of Music That Has 
Stirred Chicago’s Heart and Quick- 
ened Its Feet for More than Fifty 
Years—He Talks of the Ola Days 
When No Large Social Affair Was 
Complete Without the Presence of 
His Orchestra,

A living volume of the music that has 
stirred Chicago’s heart and quicwened Chi- 
cagoans’ feet for more than halfa century 
is Johnny Hand, who was 05 
yesterday. j 

The years that have been danced away to 
the strains of his orchestra have given and 
taken children and grandchil@ren. He has 
played at their weddings. andi again at their 
golden weddings, and finally he has played 
their receesionals. Still he directs his or- 
chestra and a new generation claims him at 
the beginning of his fourthquarter century. 

There was scarcely a person of prominence 
in the old days Who did not know “Johnny ” 
Hand, and scarcely house of wealth or 
fashion where he and his orchestra eid not 
play. He became an essential in all the mid- 
winter gayety, and those whose names were 
im the book would have omitted the din- 
ner or the decorations rather than the player 
who had won their hearts. Many of these 
names still are known, and many have 
paseed out of memory with the old forgotten 
airs, and the crinoline and the hoop skirts. 


Still Taut as a Bowstring. 


With a figure still erect and taut as a bow- 
string, it is difficult for Johnny to be even 
reminiscent. . His personality is as vibrant 
‘and resonant as his beloved ‘cello, and it is 
difficuit to believe that he has seen three- 
fourths of a century pass. His birthday 
brought him scoges of remembrances from 
old friends, and some of these reminders car- 
ried him back to the days when Chicago was 
an overgrown Village and its citizens went 
out in the country to barn raisings and quilt- 
ing bees. It was at a country dance at Peru 
that he first directed his orchestra in Illinois. 

We had to go down ina stage,”’ he said, 
It was in 51, and I had just organized my 
orchestra, I remember it was bitter cold, 
and we had to take two days to it. We 
stopped at Joliet, and I remember we played 
in the tavern there. I have never heard any 
applause that sounded sweeter than that of 
the men as they stamped on the floor and 
yelled for more. I seemed to see my destiny 
then. 

First Piece “Village Sparrows.” 


J think the first piece we ever played was 
one called The Village Sparrows.’ I don’t 
remember much about it, but I know it was 
exceedingly popular. ‘The popular song rage 
had never been heard of then, and we played 
waltzes, marches, and quadrilles. Of course 
‘The Blue Danube was a favorite. Another 

one was Ueber Stock und Stein.“ 
“Morgen Blaetter also had a run for sev- 
eral years. 

1 could not give the musical history of 
Chicago by recalling the music popular in 
different periods. There weren't any periods, 
and in the early days music didn’t becomea 
craze, as it does now. There were few com- 
posers and few new compositions, and we 
relied for the most part on the old pieces.“ 

It wasafter playing at a big reception given 
by Gen. Phil Sheridan that Mr. Hand be- 
came known to society leaders and became 
absolutely indispensable in all their gayety.

Miss Goldman, when she went to her home 
at 210 East Thirteenth street, tonight was 
laboring under great excitement, but would 
not express any opinion as to what she thinks 
has happened to Berkman. 

Among “ reds "’ on the east side itis hinted 
that Berkman may have decided to jump 
over to Russia to do a little active work. 
When she was asked about this theory Miss 
Goldman pricked up her ears and asked: 

Who told you anything about Russia? I 
don't believe *‘ Alec would go there without 
stopping to see me first.”’ 

Among Miss Goldman’s intimates it was 
said tonight that she thinks he either has 
been kidnaped or has committed suicide 
They say Berkman grows gloomy and pessi- 
mistie at times and that he often has been 
heard to threaten killing himself.

Prot. Dubois represents the abstract theory 
ef equality before the law and ultimate 
equality in social, political, and commercia! 
life. He teaches, and he teaches with rare 
ability, that colored people are éntitled to life, 
liberty, and pursuit of happiness, and he 
advocates constant politital activity on their 
part to secure these inalienable rights. 

Booker T. Washington, as everybody 
knows, represents a totally different idea. 
He believes that the negro must make Him- 
self necessary to the world and to that end 
he would educate the race to use their hands 
first and their heads afterwards. For that 
reason he would give his students only 


enough book learning to teach.them to man- 
age their farms, run their machine shops, and 


to engage in other skilled mechanical pur- 
auits intelligently and successfully. 

Prot. Se believes in subordinating 
manual training and in giving the negto a 
higher and if necessary a classical! education 
so as to fit him to become a teacher, doctor, 
lawyer, preacher, and by consequence a suc- 
cessful politician. 


Booker N Washington Right. 
Most white people, of course, believe that 
Booker T. Washington has taken hold of 
the problem at the right end. He has the 
warm support of President Roosevelt and of

He can 
command and has commanded an ample en- 
dowment for his school at Tuskegee, and he 
has been far seeing enough to encourage 
the formation of branches of that lustitu- 
tion whenever he could do so. 

If the colored people gave Booker Wash- 
ington anything like the the white 
people do there would pr bly be ne race 
problem in this country. blacks would 
settle down to the things they are most 
fitted to do at the present time and they 
would gradually raise by at in the.

quent self-reliance. 

But, unfortunately, according to all that 
can de learned, both White and ne- 

sources here in Washington and in 
the southern states, the négro people are 
being captivated by the allurements of the 
Dubois philosophy. Booker Washington, 
great man that he is, a hundred or per- 
haps thousand years ahead of his race, is 
meeting the fate of most prophets and 
philosophers. He is not without honor save 
among his own peoplé. oa 


Negroes Reject Booker Washington. a 
There is convincing eVidence of late that 
Prof. Dubois, who is a brilfiant and splendid- 
ly educated mulatto, has rapidly increased 
his following among colored people, and that 
they are less and less inclined to listen to 
the counsels of Booker Washington. Disturb- 
ance here in Washington has demonstrated 
this fact. There are said to be ten of Du- 
bois’ books: read now among the intelligent 
colored people where one of Booker Wash- 
ington’s is in circulation. The colored uni- 
versity at Atlanta Is said to be responsible 
for the rapid propagation of the idea among 
the negroes that they must secure at all 
hazards a higher education. ‘This is shown 
by the fact that the high school in Washing- 
ton is filled with negro students, and there 
is a perfect mania among them for the ac- 
quirement of a smattering of Latin and 
Greek. 

Prof. Dubois, who is a high minded, finely 
educated negro gentieman, as I can personal- 
ly testify, is probably unaware of the per- 
nicious results of his teachings, It is true, 
however, that negroes, north and south, are 
being inflamed with the idea that out of 
mere book learning they can secure their 
social and political rights, and there is 
scarcely any doubt that the unrest among 
the race, which, of course, is being met with 
similar unrest among the whites, is largely, 
if not entirely, produced by the extraordinary 
popularity among black people of the Dubois 
philosophy an dtheir almost complete deser- 


tion of Booker Washington and his common 
man methods of benefiting his black 


prethren. 


COUP BY TOM JOHNSON 1 
CLEVELAND TRACTION FIGHT. 


Erie Street Cars of Electric Line Are 
Stopped by Police. in. Order to Test 
Recent Court Ruling.

Cleveland, o. Oct. se i tachi Mayor 
Johnson executed a coup on the Cleveland 
Electric railway company this afternoon 
which had been carefully planned, and in the 


‘carrying out of: which he used the city police 


department. The running of cars on Erle 
street, between Prospect street and Central 
avenue, on the Central avenue line; was 
stopped by the police. The blockade was ef- 
fective against interurban as well as city 
cars. 

Only fifteen minutes’ warning was given 
to the Cleveland Electric company of the 
purpose of the mayor to tie up the cars. 
Action was taken after consultation between 
Mayor Johnson and City Solicitor Baker in 
the forenoon. This conference was followed 
by a meeting of the board of public service, 
at which a resolution was adopted ordering 
a cessation of all traffic on Erie street be- 
tween Prospect and Central. | 

The action of the mayor was in thé nature 
of a reprisal upon the electric depot com- 
pany, whose loop connects with Erie street 
at Bolivar. This company opposed the giv- 
ing of consents, for the Forest City company 
on Erie street; and ‘giso Brought an injune- 
tion sult on ¥ ote ent occupa- 
tion of Erte street by the Cleveland Electric.

Distriet Attorney Edwin W. Sims of Chieago 


has been in Washington for two days, and 
during that time has discussed with the prés- 
ident and attorney general the most impor- 
tant questions engaging the attention of the 
government—the prosecution of the Standard 
Oil company and the serious situation which 
has arisen with Japan as a result of the pro- 
tests the latter made. yesterday. 

The department of justice will not discuss 
the instructions given to Mr. Sims in regard 
to the Standard Oil prosecution, but a high 


Official stated that the president and attorney 


general desire the Chicago district attorney 
to proceed with the prosecution of the Stand- 
ard Oil company for its violation of the anti- 
rebate law as promptly as possible, Indict- 
ments have been returned against the com- 
pany and the trial is to take place without 
more delay than is absolutely. necessary. 


May Be Fined Million Dollars. 

All the evidence in the possession of the 
government has been placed in Mr. Sims’ 
charge, and the attorney general ie gatis- 
fled to leave the conduct of the case in the 
hands of the Chicago district attorney. If 

A verdict of guilty is obtained, which the 
1 expects, Mr. Sims will rise and 
ask that the maximum penalty be imposed 
on each count. 

The government is aware that the Stand- 
ard Oil trust considers itself more powerful 
than its creator and is not at all concerned 
as to the outcome of the proceedings com- 


‘menced against it. 


But even the Standard Ol it ie pointed 
out, cannot look with equanimity upon the 
payment of a fine amounting to a million 
dollars and perhaps more, and this will be 
the aggregate of the penalties which will 
be imposed if the company is found guilty. 


Japanese Poachers Guilty. 

Mr. Sims was invited to the White house 
by the president, who desired to talk with 
him about the Japanese situation. The dis 
trict attorney was sent to the seal isiands 
last summer to inquire into the condition of 
the seal herd, and arrived the day after the 
Japanese poachers had been surprised and 

slain, or driven off by the Americans guard- 
ing the herd. 

Mr. Sime reported that the Japanese were 
guilty of poaching and that the Americans 
were entirely justified in defending Ameri- 
can property. The Japanese had killed a 
number of seals, many of which were females 
with young, and the loss to the herd is irrep- 


arable, 
As the government will deny reparation to 


Japan for this affair and will insist, upon the | 


punishment of the Japanese who escaped to 
their native country, the conclusions of Mr. 
Sims are of the highest importance.

He was born Oct. 22, 1852, in Lane county, 
III., but enlisted from Mount Vernon, Ia.

President of the National Organization 
Sounds Warning at Hartford, Conn. 
Financial Condition Is Good. 


Hartford, Comm., Oct. 26.—The thirty third 
annual convention of the National Woman's 
Christian Temperance union opened today in 
Parsons’ theater. Mrs. Lilllan M. N. Stevens 
of Portland, Me., presided. More than 450 
delegates from all parts of the United States 
were present, besides delegates from Austria, 
Japan, England, Greece, and other countries.

“I must 
have found myself in the company of this 
noble poetess (Mre. Br some half 
dozen times in all. She ‘was truly petite in 
form, with the smallest of human hands. I 
consider that the chalk head of her by Field 
Talfourd, done in 1889 and now in the Na- 
tional portrait’ gallery, is an extremely true 
Une ness so much so that those who know it 
hardly need any further description of her 
face. I find, however, one fault in the por- 
tralt. The lacrymose look of it can barely be 
pronounced overcharged, for Mrs. Brown- 

ing was of that exdessive sensibility (and her 
face showed as much) which seemed to 
tremble towards tears at any moment 
though I never saw her actually shed them, 

unless, perhaps, on the occasion next to be 
mentioned. But the fault is that, along with 
this true lacrymose look, Mr. Talfour gives 
(to use an undignified term) something of a 
‘ snivelling’ look, and this did not belong to 
our queen of Helicon. The spacious rounded 
brow, the dark and liquid eyes, the profusion 
of dark satiny curls over which advancing 
years seemed to claim no control, are all 
rightly rendered; also the less attractive 
forms of. the nose and mouth.

Ot Browning he says: 

“Though Isaw Browning 6 up 
to nearly the close of his life (1889), I never 
met him in those circles of fashionable or 
high social distinction to which, as some will 
have it, he became more than duly addicted 
“tn all his later years. The reason of this is 
plain. I was not myself an habitué in such 
circles, nor indeed did I ever aspire to mix 
in them, nor did I cultivate the opportunities 
which offered themselyes to me, at sparse 
intervals, to take a first step, and then a sec- 
ond and third, towards attaining such a 
result. I have always been contented with 
that class of society to which, by birth and 
-training; 1 belong: though not insensitive to 
the charm of another and more leisured class, 
when I happen to come on its outskirts. 
Thus I cannot say, from my own observa- 
tion, What may have been Browning's de- 
meanor in that which we call high society.’

Of Tennyson he se@ms to have seen even 
less than of Browning; which is strange, 
for one would suppose that the brother of 
Dante Rossetti would have been the inti- 
mate ‘of all the poets of his time. Rossett! 
. called upon the laureate at Faringford and 
passed the n atternoon and evening 
‘there: 


.. “Tennyson gave me the sort of welcome 
I best appreciate—simple and kindly, with- 
out any effusiveness. He expressed himself 
With the same sort ot manly openness, the 
same expéctation that Whatever he said 
Would at once be understood for what it 
meant, as if I had been an old friend famil- 
far with all his ways. Effusiveness, it is well 
known, was not much in his line, though I 
can easily believe that his manner, in his 
family and with some close intimates, was 
tenderly affectionate in no common degree: 
his ordinary address was direct, curt, and 
bluff, as if he did not care to conciliate, but 
only to be taken for the man he was. It 
seemed as much as to say: Tou may make 
what you can of me, but in point of fact I 
am Alfred Tennyson.’ It is also well known 
that a grander looking. man, in stature and 
in mold of form and feature, could not well 
be found; his hands were noticeably large 
but finely shaped. his gait (within my ex- 
perience) shambling. 

“ Tennyson took me out in and beyond his 
grounds for a little walk before dinner. He 
called my attention to the stately magnolia 
growing in front of the house, and said it 
(Was reputed (which I could readily believe) 
to be the largest in England. He regarded 
the close of winter and the early spring as 
offering the finest aspect for his part of the 
Isle of Wight. He spoke of the trouble he 
suffered from inquisitive tourists and the 
like, and of the indifference which people 
displayed to his rights as lord of the manor; 
they thought nothing of bagging his hares’ 
‘and rabbits, which they would not venture 
to do t he were any one else.”
